that would almost double 
the company’s present 
proflt on Sierra Madre 
sales. 

Representing Western 
at Tuesday night’s meet¬ 
ing of the Sierra Madre 
City Council were John 
Oirardi, vice-president, 
and Allan Hicks, vice- 
president of finance. 

Councilman Charles 
Corp asked the two rep¬ 
resentatives, “Why would 
this City Council now give 
you a percentage of pro¬ 
fits you have not had 
before?” 

Continuing, Corp said, 
"You are asking for al¬ 
most double your proflt 


on sales.’ 

Hicks repUed, “Yes. 
That is true.” 

The city’s administra¬ 
tion, while not support¬ 
ing the full Western 
Waste Indutries’ request¬ 
ed rate hikes, did recom¬ 
mend a 13.5% increase 
in trash removal costs 
for single-family resi¬ 
dences. 

To this recommenda¬ 
tion, Corp asked, “Why 
would we give a 13% in¬ 
crease (to Western) when 
we are not doing it for 
our city employees? ” 

Resolution of the re¬ 
quested rate hike was not 
reached at Tuesday night’s 


council meeting since the 
matter was carried over 
to last night to an ad¬ 
journed meeting of the 
council, originally in¬ 
tended as a public meet¬ 
ing concerning the City 
Employees Association 
and the Police Depart¬ 
ment Association. 

The city’s Senior Gti- 
zens are now being cared 
for by a new govern¬ 
mental organization, the 
Sierra Madre Commis¬ 
sion on the Aging, Inc.

“We estimate there are two full busloads 
of children coming from Sierra Madre. Perhaps if 
we have at least a full busload coming from one 
place, RTD will put on a full run from the regular 
routes,” Pasadena Superintendent of Schools 
Raymon Cortines said Tuesday morning. 

Cortines was speaking in response to Sierra 
Madre parents’ concerns about junior high 
school-age children riding commercial buses to 
and from Sierra Madre to Elliot School this fall. 
Several parents have voiced unhappiness over the 
school system’s decision to send students of that 
age over a route on which they must transfer buses. 

“In that case,” Cortines explained, “the bus¬ 
load of Sierra Madre students wouldn’t need to 
change buses. The bus driver would simply change 
the bus number.” 

But this plan is only a possibility and will 
probably not be in action initially. “It may be 
possible after we see how many students are in¬ 
volved, then they might not need to transfer 
from one bus to another,” said Cortines. 

He cautioned, “We are working toward that 
goal. For the first several days we would like 


to have chaperones riding the bus from Siena Ma¬ 
dre. Of course, even at the peak time, RTD buses 
will arrive every five to eight minutes apart both 
ways. I think people are already forgetting the 
savings that will result if we use public transpor¬ 
tation—between $500,(XX) and $600,(XX). Of course, 
there will be confusion and problems the first 
week.” 

Cortines explained that it was “seven or eight 
months ago” that Southern California Rapid 
Transit District made the agreement with the 
school district that they will provide services for 
students on regular lines. Then, according to Cor¬ 
tines, one of the buses was not working. 

That fact, with the recent recession, which 
finds more people are riding the buses, made the 
RTD wonder if they had bitten off more than 
they can chew. 

“They (RTD officials) want to make sure 
they have adequate buses.” 

Representatives from Pasadena Unified 
School District met with RTD officials and 
seemed to iron out any questions, Cortines said.

With central air conditioning throb¬ 
bing aii over this foothill area to al¬ 
leviate the Intenae summer heat and other 
appliances continuing with their tasks to 
keep all homeowners fed and clean, resi¬ 
dents begin to think about energy con¬ 
servation to keep utility bllis down. 

Southern California Edison cus¬ 
tomers can get low Interest loans or cash 
rebates If they want to Install energy 
conservation Improvements. 

This month, an Edison spokesman 
said, the company began a new “Con¬ 
servation Financing Program” In this 
area, under which low Interest loans or 
cash reates are being offered to cus¬ 
tomers who carry their certain kinds of 
energy-conserving home Improvements. 
Renters are not eligible for loans, but 
can get cash rebates If they have a signed 
waiver from the property owner. 

In the San Qabriel and Pomona 
valleys, the spokesman said Installing a 
whole house fan to reduce air condition¬ 
ing energy use IS a good idea which may 
make the owner eligible for a $160 re¬ 
bate, or for a loan to cover the cost If the 
home has electric refrigerated air condi¬ 
tioning. 

Loans are being offered at 8% to 
qualify. A homeowner must make four 
basic Improvements: Insulation of attic 
areas, weather stripping and caulking, 
and Insulation of exposed air ducts. 

Loans or rebates to carry out various 
other Improvements can be obtained If 
recommended as being cost effective 
by an Edison representative following a 
free Residential Conservation Service 
(RSC) Home Energy Survey. Possible 
Improvements Include reducing air cotkII- 
tionlng anerby use as well as adding floor 
Insulation, storm windows and doors, and 
replacement of central electric heating 
with a central heat pump. 

Another type of conaervation finari 
cing available to Edison customers this 
summer Is a cash rebate following the 
purchase of energy-efficient refrigerators.

"Even though you teach them. I’ve never seen 
a baby you can consider pool-safe under 3 years. 
Jill had little training and I’m sure she kicked 
and bobbed until she was exhausted," Daniels 
said. 

Lee Daniels concluded her story, “It was a 
miracle. I couldn’t believe something I did that 
seemed so simple could bring back the life of my 
child.”

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Nollac celebrates 90th birthday over and over 


Walter Nollac, who has lived on Grandview 
a great deal of his life, turned 90, Wednesday, 
_ Aug. 10, and celebrated with old and new friends 
, all weekend. 

The avid Elks Club member (he spends two 
nights a week in Monrovia with his Elks brothers), 
he entertained at a stag party Saturday evening. 
Sunday evening was a mixed party of friends who 
^ came around 3 p.m. and stayed for supper and 
later for dancing. 

Lucille and Walter Nollac sat under a full 
grape arbor on their property Monday and remem¬ 
bered their life together. It was cool and green 
in the arbor, at least 20 degrees cooler there than 
in the hot summer sun. Grapes hung down wait¬ 
ing to be plucked in the fall and made into jam 
and jelly. 

“My dad bought lots from the Guercio ranch 
in 1910 and I built this place from a mountain 
cabin,” Nollac tipped back his brown Stetson with 
a band of pheasant feathers. “A friend shot the 
pheasant to trim this hat,” his wife explained. 

He was born in Los Angeles and met Lucille 
Mann in 1915 at a German physical education 


“Yes, we do almost all our own work. I have a 
big vegetable and fruit garden.” 

How have they stayed so young? (She is 85 
and was a physical education teacher for 23 years.) 
“He has a good appetite, sleeps good and loves to 
party,” she says. “I think he’s bored with me,” 
she grins and hunches her shoulders. 

They have traveled “all over,” twice to Alaska, 
Europe and the Caribbean, four times to Hawaii, once 
South America, then to Japan, Hong Kong, Singa¬ 
pore. They still play pinochle with the Harold 
spears, weekly, semi-weekly. And they still go to 
American Legion meetings in Arcadia. 

When did he retire? “Gradually,” he laughs. 
He still has a shop in town. 

Nollac quit smoking 30 years ago. “I was 
living here and working downtown. I’d come 
home and not feel like eating. I wondered why I 
was smoking those things (pipe, cigars, cigarettes) 
so I quit. Food taste better.”

cost of each item, and the matter wiU be referred 
to a collection agency. 

"This system has been in effect in several 
neighboring communities and has proven effec¬ 
tive. We just want the materials back on time,” 
Tumilty said. 

What about overdue fines? Our library is 
still charging only a nickel a day even though 
most public libraries have gone up to a dime. 
But a nickel a day can add up for some people. 
The library now has over 400 patron fine accounts 
with balances ranging from ten cents to over $100. 

And the library is going after some of it. 
After Aug. 1, all accounts with balances over 
$10 will be referred to the collection agency.

You have been waiting three months now 
for your turn at reading "Megatrends.” Your 
name is next on the reserve list at the library, 
but the book hasn’t been returned. It may be that 
it has fallen behind someone’s nightstand, and 
while that borrower has received three notices 
from the library already, be just hasn’t returned 
it yet. 

Well, the library is getting tough. No more 
Mr. Nice Guy. 

The tnmees of the Sierra Madre Library 
have instituted a penalty fine of $20 per item 
when the item is six weeks overdue. 

"These are drastic measures,” said Mary 
Tumilty, city librarian, "but there is an increasing 
problem in getting the materials returned. The 
problems are caused by less than one percent of 
our patrons, yet we must spend valuable staff 
time and energy on those few borrowers, time 
and energy we can no longer afford.” 

Tumilty explained that beginning Aug. 1, 
the patron will receive a reminder notice when 
an item is two weeks overdue, and another 
when the item is four weeks late. Then' the 
library staff will try to reach the patron by tde- 
phone to see if there are any special circumstances 
involved. If there is no response to these actions.

How many students in the Pasadena School 
system will be riding public transportation? Be¬ 
tween 4000 and 5000, according to Cortines. 

Of the 1400 students attending Elliot, about 
200 of those will be transported from the school 
area. And of those, Cortines says, between 60 
and 100 are from Sierra Madre. 

Elliot, of course, is the junior high school 
with the anxious parents, parents from Sierra 
Madre who question whether their children, 
between the ages of 11 and 13, are old enough to 


transfer from bus to bus on their way to and from 
school each day. 

Cortines answered, "Some of these same 
children come to Pasadena alone and it takes 
two buses to get there.” 

He added, "1 don’t think the present plan is 
as convenient as direct service we had before (via 
Embree bus line). 1 had to make a recommenda¬ 
tion about financial constraints and 1 couldn’t 
recommend using money to transport rather than 
to educate in the classroom.” 


There was some question of the advisability 
of starting a transportation foundation in which 
each set of parents would throw $10 to $13 in the 
pot and charter a bus for their children. How 
does the school system feel about that? 

Cortines said, "That’s up to them. It doesn’t 
bother me. They have the right to do that. How¬ 
ever, they might do it two to three months and 
then the payments would taper off. I don’t want 
the school system to get involved with adminis¬ 
trating the bus.”

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Valerie D’Angelo collects stray animals 


She isn’t an eccentric 
old lady with 30 cats 
running around her h<Mne. 
She’s a young matron 
with a family, and an 
eye for lost pets. 

Valerie D’Angelo has 
found another pet, this 
time on the #210 Free¬ 
way, The dog is a female 
German Shorthair Pointer 
and is well-adjusted, 
gentle and looking for 
a good home. Valerie’s 
ad about the dog appears 
in the classified pages of 
the News this week. 

D’Angelo first fell in 
love with animals when 
she came home from 
kindergarten at age 5 and 
found her first dog wait¬ 
ing for her. “I’ve never 
been without an animal 
since that female rat 


terrier named Spotty,’’ 
she explains. 

She guesses the whole 
thing actually started 
with her mother who al¬ 
ways provided D’Angelo 
with another pet when 
one of her menagerie 
died. “My mother al¬ 
ways replaced my pets 
immediately so 1 grew 
up surrounded by animal 
friends. And I brought 
home sick animals. I 
remember a blue jay 
chick with pneumonia 
who died in a box on 
the kitchen counter of 
my home in Ames, la. 
And 1 always buried dead 
birds when I found them. 

I was a sophomore in 
high school when we 
bought my American 
saddle mare. We had

her for three years . . . 
Every spring my mother 
would put our cats in 
harnesses and attach 
them to the clothes line 
so they wouldn’t go after 
baby squirrels. It wasn’t 
until a few years ago 
that I realized my mo¬ 
ther’s been getting me 
into this,’’ D’Angelo 
laughed. 

She shook her head 
and explained, “In 1976 
my mother had 16 cats, 
all castoffs. In our small 
Midwest town people 
often regarded cats not 
as pets but to keep the 
mice population down. 
Now Mom is down to 
three cats.’’ 

Whenever an opportu¬ 
nity presents itself when 
she’s out and around 
she looks for lost ani¬ 
mals. She remonbers one 
rainy day seven years ago 
when she saw a white 
Samoyed at Foothill 
and Santa Anita. The 
dog was walking in cir- 
des, obviously disoriented. 
She had two of her three 
children in the car, but 
she added the wet dog. 

“When we finally 
found the family, the 
owner told me the dog 
had snow blindness and 
would never have found 
his way even across a 
street. Another time 
years ago 1 picked up 
two enormous dogs on 
Foothill. They were run¬ 
ning along by Anoakia 
School. It was a hot, 
July day and we lived 
in an apartment so 1 
couldn’t take them home. 
The police found the 
owner and he was grate¬ 
ful. Not too long ago 



our son saw 
terrier in front of our 
home. The dog was old 
so 1 went out and chased 
her. She growled and 
snapped at me. 1 finally 
got hold of her and the 
owners were so grateful 
they gave me a potted 
plant,’’ D’Angelo shook 
her head in amazement. 

“1 see lots of others 
but these are the ones 
I’ve got involved with. 
It happens three or four 
times a year when I see an 
animal 1 just can’t help 
but pick up and care for.’’ 

How can she tell a dog 
is lost? “It’s their sense 
of fear and confusion 
that gets to me. if I’m 
in a position at the time, 
1 feel it’s inhumane not 
to help them.’’ 

Does she ever fear 
picking up strange ani¬ 
mals? “TTie only time 
1 was ever bitten was by 
a neighborhood dog that 
was maladjusted. I’ve

Boston never approached a dog 
without a good response.’’ 

How does one approadi 
a strange dog? “I simply 
hold out the palm of 
my hand so they can 
smell my hand. Never 
attempt to take hold of 
the animal. Talk quietly 
to the animal. If they 
are small, pick them up 
and cuddle them.’’ 

If she can’t find the 
owner she attempts to 
place the dog as she has 
been able to do about 
three times in 21 years. 

With two dogs and 
three cats of their own, 
what are the difficulties 
the D’Angelo family has 
with their pets? It’s chaos 
when the doorbell rings, 
she shakes her head. This 
is a bad flea year but 
she takes care of that 
easily. Cats are some¬ 
times demanding about 
their meals. But the worst 
of all is trying to leave

“Monrovia’s retail 
sales increased 118.6V« 
during the last decade, 
declared Richard Ne- 
vins, member. State 
Board of Equalization, 
speaking before the San 
Gabriel Valley Chapter 
of the California Society 
of Municipal Finance 
Officiers Association at 
the Howard Johnson’s in 
Monrovia. 

“Sales jumped from 
$84,118,000 in 1972 to 
$183,904,000 in 1982. 
The most significant in¬ 


crease was in building 
materials and farm im¬ 
plements. The growth 
from 1972 to 1982 is a 
whopping 371.2Vt from 
$2,333,000 to $13,600,000, 
while the number of per¬ 
mits dropped from 16 
to 13,” added Nevins. 

Nevins added, “The 
total number of outlets 
operating within Monro¬ 
via increased from 823 to 
969 during the decade.” 

Memrovia’s population 
grew only 2.9V# for the 
ten years, from 30,013 


to 30,900, while Los 
Angeles County in¬ 
creased 8.98% and state¬ 
wide the growth was 
20.IW. from 20,393,000 
to 24,724,000. 

During the last decade, 
the total Monrovia as¬ 
sessed property value 
increased 121.98% from 
$317.8 miUion to $703.2 
million. The 0>unty of 
Los Angeles showed a 
143.48% increase in as¬ 
sessed property while the 
statewide increase was 
193.38%.
